until all provisions are met, 
“But at least, the proposal 
is on the table where it can 
be studied,”” he concluded, 

Councillor deBruijn ad- 
mitted that developers are 
usually in a hurry to get 
proposals going, but he can- 
not see why a development 
plan has to be given a first 
reading on a tentative basis, 
before the actual plans, ele- 
vations and specifications 
are seen, 

When the vote was taken 
on the motion to give Bylaw 
38/72 first reading which 
deals solely with an appli- 
cation to rezone the area 
from multiple family (R3) 
to apartments (R34) the re- 
sults came out 5 = 1 in 
favor of the motion, Coun- 
cillor deBruijn stuck to his 
guns. Regarding the other 
area applied for rezoning 
by the same developer, cov- 
ered under Bylaw 28/72 was 
passed in first reading at a 
previous meeting. It deals 
with an up-zoning applica- 
tion from multiple family 
(R3) to (RIC) one family 
residential, 
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Alan Briggs of Gibbons won the Reserve Champion 
trophy for showing the prize calf.

Now, just when it is be« 
coming a scenic area, the 
Town Council proposes to 
close St, Thomas Street and 
sell it and consequently hide 
the park from view. I for 
one, strongly object to this 
short-sighted proposal and 
hope that many others will 
voice their objections like- 
wise, We simply must stop 
this irreparable damage to 
what is becoming a beauty 
spot in our town,
